“Third, I want personally to congratulate # 
every officer and man in the Allied armies & 
on the splendid results of the last four days. 


“The British, Canadian and American sol-

Tito Captures 
Slovenian Base 


LONDON, June 11.—(4)~—Yugo- 
slav Partisans of Marshal Tito, 
working closely with Allied troops 
hacking away at Hitler’s back-door 
in the Balkans, announced tonight 
the capture of the German base at 
Pousnik, in Slovenia, and the Cro- 
atian town of Korenica, seven 
miles south of Zagreb. 

As the Yugoslav Partisans car- 
ried the fighting to the Nazi forces 
in the Balkans, Allied forces aided 
the guerrilla fighters with land, 
sea and air attacks. 

Allied naval units shelled the 
Italian .port of Lussinpiccolo on 
the island of Lussino off the Yugo- 
slav coast Thursday, and for three 
days British and American raiders 
working with Partisans occupied 
the big Yugoslav island of Brac 
and inflicted severe losses before 
withdrawing June 4. 

General Sir Henry Maitland 
Wilson, Allied commander in 
chief in the Mediterranean, warn- 
ed the Albanian puppet govern- 
ment to drop its plans to recruit 
Albanians for the German army. 


Atlanta Woman First Cousin 
Of New Russian Patriarch 


Fate’s unpredictable hand has 
picked up a slender thread—lost 
for almost a quarter of a century 


—linking far-off Moscow with At- 
lanta. 

Recent news of the appoinfMent 
of the new Russian patriarch, 
Alexei, to succeed the late Patri- 
arch Sergius, who died a few 
weeks ago in Moscow, brings the 
revelation that the new patriarch 
is a first cousin of a well known 
Atlanta woman, Mrs. Hal M. Da- 
vison, of 85 Avery drive, N. E., 
wife of a prominent physician. 
The mother of the patriarch and 
the mother of Mrs. Davison were 
sisters. 

Mrs. Davison, who was born 
Natasha Beklemisheva, remembers 
her pleasant childhood associations 
with her eminent cousin. Although 
many years her senior, she recalls 
him as a young man of extraordi- 
nary personal charm and brilliant 
mind. 

Patriarch Alexei, on whom the 
Orthodox church has bestowed the 
highest ecclesiastic honors, com- 
mands the same veneration 
throughout the eastern world as 


the head of the Catholic Church, 
Pope Pius XII. 

The patriarch of all Russia was 
known in private life as Sergei 
Viadimirovich Simanski. A grad- 


uate of Moscow University (DDL) 
and later of Moscow Theological 
Academy, he is a man of broad 
vision and deep religious convic- 
tions, whose character and integ- 
rity have won him respect and 
veneration even during the early 
days of the revolution, when reli- 
gion was looked upon with open 
suspicion and official disfavor. 

In 1921 Alexei was appointed 
Bishop of Petrograd and in 1932 
he was elevated to the office of 
Metropolitan of Novgorod. Since 
1933 he had been Metropolitan of 
Leningrad and Novgorod.

But in the fields we came across 
the bodies of three dead Germans 
and when we got back in the 
plane we were told it was nct un- 
likely that there still were mines 
in the field. A group of American 
soldiers came running. up while 
we were there. They seemed sur- 


prised to see us, but asked the | 
same old question—“Where are, 


you from in the states?” 


The thing they seemed to miss | 


most was water. 

“Bring us back a couple of buck- 
etfulls the next time,” they joked. 

About an hour and a half after 
we landed the patients were car- 
ried aboard. We were Dusy then. 
_ Among the five our ship was 
a civilian ptenehinan We had 
been told he’ was O6f*great service 
to the Army by marking out on 
the map the places where the Ger- 
mans had pillboxes. He had a hip 
injury, but he kept waving his 
arms, trying to tell us how happy 
he was. But even the two Germans 
seemed happy to be safe aboard. 

We brought the injured in with- 
out accident.

Virtually a prisoner during the 
German occupation, the Holy Fa- 
ther left the Vatican in a small 
automobile followed by two other 
cars containing guards and attend- 
ants. The party drove throygh 
Rome to the Jesuit Church af 
Saint Ignatius, where the Pope 
prayed before the painting of the 
Madonna. 


Earlier the Pope received more 


audience and gave them his bless- 
ing after addressing them in Eng- 
lish and French. 


Earlier in the war pious Romans 
started going in large numbers to 
pray before an old oil painting of 
of Divine Love 
which had long hung in tke 
church. It was to this symbol 
more than any other that Romans 
turned to beg that their city be 
not destroyed. 

As the war came closer to Rome, 
the painting was removed to a 
shrine near Albano and peonle 
swarmed there daily to pray be- 
fore it.

French Soil 


Favors Tanks

WASHINGTON, 
Fierce tank battles are developing 
on the fields of France between 
Allied and Nazi mechanized divi- 
‘sions, an Army expert recently re- 
turned from Europe said today. 

No large scale armor clashes 
have occurred since the African 
campaign along the Mediterranean 
when desert terrain afforded the 
space needed for maneuvering the 
' big land cruisers. 

Colonel Robert O. Montgomery, 
of the field artillery of Fort Bragg, 
N. C., who served on the Army 
ground forces board in the Euro- 
pean theater of operations, said in 
a statement released by the War 
Department: 

“This has been a dry spring in 
France. The ground is firm and 
admirably suited to use of ar- 
mored forces. For the first time 
since Tunisia I believe that the 
tank men are going to get a 
| chance really to show what they 
can do. I feel, too. that if the Ger- 
mans have the six or seven ar- 
| mored divisions which they claim 
lare in France, that the tank de- 
'stroyers will also come into their 
own.”

Nearly 40,000,000 Americans now 
have prepaid, group medical or 
hospital care of some sort, the 
voluntary type as distinguished

Tomorrow, the American Medi- 
cal Association, starting its an- 
nual meeting here, considers in its 
house of delegates the extension 
of.this voluntary group medicine.

Pn the present groups there are 
about 20,000 with industrial medi- 
‘cal and private insurance care. 
'There are more than 15,000,000 
with hospital insurance. There are 
about 3,000,000 with general medi- 
‘cal or surgical care. 
| The big problem is the latter 
‘type, especially general medical 
care, which means all of a per- 
son’s or a family’s ills, down to 
advice about how to feed the baby.

As Earle Cocke, chairman of the Fifth War Loan drive for 
Fulton and DeKalb counties, has pointed out: “The opening of 
the Fifth War Loan drive gives us here at home our first oppor- 
tunity to do our bit in the present invasion. The boys on the 
beachheads, and the boys soon to be there, have proven their 
worth, and we are facing a similar situation in a category in 
which we can be of service.” 

This in short, is our opportunity to show those who are 
striving to liberate the conquered countries that we are solidly 
behind them.

That 
will be the flow of wounded men coming, by ships and by hospital 
trains, to the hospitals here, where they will be restored to health 
and usefulness. 

Nothing for civilian need can interfere with the transportation 
priority of the men and goods going to war or of the woundéd 
coming home. 

With this prospect in view the coal dealers of the nation are, 
this week, making an intensified appeal that all who will need 
coal next winter, place their orders now, so that coal may be 
moved from the mines to the consumer whenever it can use the 
rails without delaying essential war transport. i 

Those who order their winter coal now may expect to receive 
it before the first cold weather comes. Those who delay face 
the possibility that considerations immeasurably more vital than 
their comfort will make their coal unavailable just when they 


need it.

The Invasion Plan 


Is Made in the U.S. A. 


There was talk of Lee and of Jackson in a 
story out of France where the earth echoes to 
an iron sound; France where the earth echoes to 
the sound of hurrying feet; to the sound of breath 
sobbed out; talk of Lee and Jackson and tactics. 


Either would have understood the tactics—either would have 
grasped the use of paratroopers and air-borne infantrymen drop- 
ped behind the enemy lines by gliders. 


Dour Old Jack would have loved them. This Old Testament 
figure, mixture of the religious eccentric and military genius, 
would have taken to the sky troops. 


He used men hard. He marched them through the nights so that 
when dawn came and his ragged men charged, their rebel yell 
breaking through the dawn like an Indian cry, the surprised enemy 
was thrown into confusion by these men who were where “they 
had no right to be.” 


Old Jackygot them there by foot. He would have loved gliders. 
Anything to get where the enemy didn’t think men could get. 
That was Old Jack. 


MILITARY CONCEPTS Our military convictions derive out 
of the past, going back to the roots 


of history. Some of them take a mighty hold. 

In the very first tribal fight it was learned that the heaviest 
concentration of stones and arrows could do the most effective job. 

Fire power wins the battles. Tactics brings it into play. Na- 
poleon broke his military back and his heart sending his men against 
the massed troops of Wellington who waited until the French and 
their allies were almost upon them before the massed fire of the 
standing and kneeling lines blew them back. 

The English went into the first world war with the Wellington 
idea ingrained in their system of warfare. 

In Germany there were those who had been studying Jackson 
and Lee. In the last year of that war there were some of the 
break-throughs to become so famous a quarter of a century later 
. » . Supported then by tanks and self-propelled guns and not 
merely by marching men as in 1916 and 1917. 

Our concept has been the concept of Grant. 

The War Between the States generally is stated to have been 
fought out between the two concepts—the flexible, light forces 
used by Lee (best illustrated by Jackson and the cavalry leaders, 
Stuart and Forrest) and the massed weight of General VU. S. Grant. 

This is not an accurate picture. It is not accurate because this 
flexibility was all Lee had. There was not possible any mass 
offensive. There was no overpowering, relentless weight such as 
Grant used on his bloody, ghastly, costly but inexorable march on 
Richmond. He had the reserves to keep filling the empty files. 
Behind him were the factories and the supplies. Lee had no choice, 

But the stamp of Grant was on our war plans and is on them yet. 


MODIFIED This war has modified them. Germany brought 

: the airplane and the tank together as a team. 
Germany used swift-moving, flexible light forces in the break- 
throughs after the massed weight of fire power and men had broken 
through the lines. 

Germany used sky troops as Lee used his cavalry raids behind 
the lines and on the flanks with Stuart and Forrest making the 
daring raids. Stuart’s ride in which he and his troops rode com- 
pletely around the army of the timorous McClellan was as much 
of a tactical surprise and contributed as much dismay as did the 
glider and parachute troops of Germany. They were, in essence, 
the same thing. 


S The war in western Europe has become an 
IN OUR HAND American plan. London had the first period. 


They did it magnificently. They stood alone. Bloody, groggy, 
spattering the holders of ringside seats with gore, they stayed on 
their feet. History knows no more magnificent demonstration of 
stamina and courage. . 

Then came the Soviet Union to step into the center of the great 
drama of world war. Again Hitler was denied. 

Now, for the first time, the leading role in Europe is ours. 

The plan is our plan. England might have preferred the slower 
method of blockade and bombardment. 

Our staff had prepared, before Pearl Harbor even, its plan of 
attack in Europe. Such a plan had to be made. Our professional 
army, headed by (and God be thanked) able generals, long has 
felt that the frontal assault was the only sure way of winning. 
They felt, too, that in the long run it would cost fewer lives. 

The war with Japan makes it necessary for us to get this phase 
done so as to get at Japan. 

England joins us. Her troops provided a considerable part of 
the assault force. England has a heavy share in the invasion. 
Russia must, and will, complement it when the time table calls 
for it. 

But the plan is ours. The invasion is American-planned. 

And if the shades of Grant and Lee and old Jack are watching 
they will see tactics familiar to each.

NEW YORK.—The lady who is 
suing an auditor of the OPA for

bruised her reputation by chal- 
lenging her expense account has 
sounded a sickening note in the 
revolution. lt is not pleasant to 
us who, by tradition and instinct, 
nave regarded auditors as worthy 
opponents to be met with such fair 
weapons as ingenuity and high 
dignity and, in some cases, with 
temperament. This action may be 
in the spirit of the times but it 
will arouse no cheers among jour- 
nalists or ball players of the old 
scnool, and i doubt that any vet- 
eran traveling drummer wili wish 
the lady well, 

That is not the way the game is 
played. You don't try to collect 
lor personal injuries when a 
sportsman bleeds your nose in a 
trlendly fight. 

Auditors, in their peculiar way, 
are not bad. ‘heir job is to de- 
tect not larceny so much as stu- 
pidaity, and some have been known 
lo glow with admyration tor beau- 
liful examples of a peculiar art. 
if a war correspondent with Per- 
shing’s column in Mexico lost $125 
in tne poker game and the item 
showed up as the price of one 
horse shot from under him by 
skulking Villistas, the auditor 
might Know privately that the re- 
porter had an expensive curiosity 
and a weakness for inside 
straights but pass it, nevertheless. 
But if the correspondent had two 
bad nights and charged $250 for 
the horse, the auditor was justi- 
tied in taulting him for sheer lazi- 
ness. He should have had the 
energy and personal pride to split 
it-up into two entries, accompa- 
nied by receipts, of $125 each, sep- 
arated by several others items and 
dates, such as ‘“‘mess bill, May 8 
to 15, $84.50,” “news tips from 
Mexican peons, $35, May 11,” and 
“share of cost of presentation 
sword for Captain Patton, May 14, 
$40.” An auditor has a right to 
demand a little plausibility. 


Do Vary 

Uf course auditors do vary but 
mostly they vary according to cir- 
cumstances beyond their control. 
If the paper is frugal, the people 
know it and reckon their expense 
accounts accordingly. A rich and 
extravagant paper nas another set 
of values and higher expense ac- 
counts, although the two men may 
share the same room and the same 
taxi and both patronize the same 
chili parlor for their meals. 


As a young reporter in Iowa on 
a very economical paper, I got 
away with murder on an assign- 
ment to a hamlet called Cam- 
bridge, where a little boy was re- 
ported to have been murdered by 
a neighbor through the cruel and 
unusual device of stuffing him 
down a post-hole. The fare was 
only 80 cents, fixed by law, and 
subject to no liberties, but I belted 
them good with 75 cents for a 
room overnight and $1.25 for din- 
ner and breakfast. The farmer 
who found the little boy in the 
hole put me up on a sofa in the

German Leadership 
Not So Successful 


For generations the military genius of the 
Prussian generals who train and lead the Ger- 
man armies has been touted as the finest in the 
world. We have hated that breed of veneered 
barbarians, but we have at the same time accepted their own valua- 
tion—tops—of their strategic abilities. 

As a matter of fact, the record doesn’t bear out this claim to 
miraculous qualities of fighting leadership by these stiff-necked, 
white-faced squareheads. 

Look over the record of this war: 

They won, in the early stages, simply because decent nations 
hadn’t armed themselves, either for defense or conquest. They 
overran a lot of small nations, a heavyweight making a phoney 
record by knocking out a lot of flyweights. They punched out 
France because France was decayed inside through her own 
traitors and politicians. It really wasn’t the Germans who smashed 
the French armies, it was Frenchmen who betrayed their own 


country. 

And at the height of German triumphs, when they could have 
smashed Britain easily if they could once have crossed the channel, 
their vaunted Luftwaffe was stopped, cold, by a tiny little force 
of fighting pilots of the RAF. Britain, unarmed save for this little 
air force and for her fleet, held the Germans, for all their vaunted 
power and their self-proclaimed military genius, stalemated in 
their plans for world conquest. 


THEN CAME AFRICA. What happened in Africa? The saga 
of Montgomery and the British Eighth 


Army tells the story there. Given sufficient equipment, Monty 
and his men chased that marvelous Rommel and his “invincible” 
Afrika Korps, all across northern Africa and made ’em run so 
fast the only difficulty was to catch ’em. 

There can be no denying the most difficult war operation is 
to land on a hostile coast. Well, the Germans have defended such 
coasts against our amphibious attacks in Sicily, in Italy and, now, 
in, France, They boasted, before the deed, that they were im- 
pregnable. 

But we haven't failed to get ashore, establish our beachheads 
and eventually smash the German defenders, to date. 

Then, when we have got firm hold on the enemy terrain, we 
have engaged the best the Germans could produce and, to date, 
we have chalked up victory. We took Sicily and the smaller 
islands of the Mediterranean. We have beaten into complete 
demoralization two of Germany’s best armies in Italy. 

And it is yet too early to point to final decisions in the newly 
closed battle of northern France. But, without overoptimism, 
there is likelihood that we shall repeat what we did in Sicily and 
in Italy and in Africa. 

And, to cite another example, look at the record of the Russian 
front. The Germans could advance only in the first period of 
that campaign, when the Russians, treacherously taken by sur- 
prise, hadn’t had time to arm and to prepare their armies for the 
counterthrusts. 

When they were armed, when they approximated the mechan- 
ical strength of the foe, the Russians sent the Germans reeling 
back and, what is more, outgeneraled all the famed military mag- 
nificos of the Prussian gang. 


GOOD SOLDIERS sis is not to say the Germans of the rank 
an 


file are not excellent fighting men. 
They are. On no less an authority than General Montgomery, 


they are among the best. 


the view, quite recenfly, that the collapse of Nazi Germany is 
nearer than many of us imagine. He is said to have commented 
that, while the German soldier is still a good soldier, the quality 
of German leadership is fast deteriorating. 

Well, British and American and Russian generals have proved 
themselves better leaders than the Germans, even before that de- 
terioration set in. If it has progressed far, even the Germans 
should know, by now, they face nothing but a continuing series 
of defeats. 

Of course, if that marvel of intuition, Hitler, takes over the 
command, that is all to the good for our side, He may be trusted 
to make as many mistakes as possible. a 


But Monty says his own men are better.. 
That same famed British leader is reported to have expressed 


parlor and fed me night and morn- 
ing because I honestly assured 
him we would print a picture of 
him in his wedding suit. The $1.25 
for meals really amounted to $2.50, 
for I would have spent that much 
anyway had I remained in town. 
However, we didn’t print the pic- 
ture because the little boy hadn’t 
been shoved down the hole at all, 
the dirty little liar.

$500 up to $800, and won even at 
the slot machines. Meanwhile, 
however, champagne at $24 a bot- 
tle, and caviar, and burning cher- 
ries in candy liquor at $3 an is- 
sue, plus couverts at $5 each for 
“self and party,” as the stjlted ex- 
pense account phrase has it, help- 
ed toward a balance. And then I 
really did get caught in the spokes 
and disposed of the nest egg with 
elegant grace. But it was an or- 
deal. Had I won a thousand dol- 
lars, the auditor might have been 
pleased, but the city editor had 
been a reporter, himself, and he 
still respected the fine old man- 
ners and customs of the craft. 


I never saw a Floyd Gibbons 
expense account, but an original 
Gibbons would be suitable for 
framing, for Floyd had grandeur. 
His uniforms were beautiful, his 
leathers aristocratic and where an- 
other man might have hired a 
Model T or a camel to cross the 
Sahara, Floyd organized a cara- 
van.

Only a few hours before the house met to consider the bill the 
news had come through of the great Allied invasion of Europe. It 
had a sobering effect on congressmen at the outset of the session. 
Speeches were made on both sides proclaiming the end of partisan 


politics. 


The session opened auspiciously enough, with the daily prayer 
of Chaplain James S. Montgomery tuned to the invasion. The en- 
tire membership joined in a reading of the Lord’s Prayer. After 
that Democrats and Republicans alike sat with bowed heads as 
the President’s prayer for the success of our armed forces was in- 


toned, 


“NOQ POLITICS” Next the Democratic leader, Representative 
John McCormack, of Massachusetts, asked 


the house to stand with him for a few moments of silent prayer. 


Then the Republican leader, Representative Joe Martin, of Mas 
sachusetts, took the floor to give a pledge of no-politics. 


“Partisan politics, sectional and other prejudices, disappear as 
we think of the heroic deeds of our men and women in every part 
of the globe,” said Mr. Martin. 


For 30 minutes or more the proceedings of the house took on 
the reverent tones of a revival meeting. It was an impressive cere- 
mony that seemed to mark an end, finally to the bickering and 
strife that has attended too many sessions since the war crisis began. 


And then, a few hours later, the house reverted to its natural 
form. When the court-martial deferment bill was brought up the 
chamber was rent with its usual partisan display. 


Now it would seem that in a grave crisis of the kind when our 
top-ranking military leaders, General Marshall, the chief of staff, 
and Admiral’ King, the chief of naval operations, asked the house 
to take certain action out of respect for the exigencies of war that 
there would be no question about following their recommendations. 
Majority Leader’ McCormack solemnly assured the chamber that 
the trials had been postponed because our military commanders 
felt it was inadvisable to hold them at this time. 


In one of the most effective speeches he has made on the floor 
McCormack went on ‘to point out the difficulties involved in a 
court-martial of the Pearl Harbor commanders at this time. It 
would require the bringing back to Washington of many of our 
nee i oie officers, now assigned to active duty on world bat- 
tle fronts. : 


Moreover, it might involve revealing military secrets which 
should be guarded closely until] the war is over, he reminded. He 
called upon the house to place full confidence in, Marshall 
and Admiral King and to assume that the things they are doing 
are the things they ought to do. 7 


SHORT SET TEMPO The tempo dt the opposition was set by 

Representative Dewey Short, of Mis- 
souri, a Republican whose pre-Pearl Harbor record is as black as 
the ace of spades. “I don’t think they are God,” Short replied to 
McCormack. 


“Neither do they,” shot back the majority leader, “but our mili- 
tary leaders have postponed these trials for the best interests of 
the war. It is not for us to question them.” 


All appeals to reason were lost. Republicans, ganging up with 
a few sorehead Democrats, defeated administration .p 
overwhelmingly. Among Republicans on the floor at the time, 
only two, Representative Wadsworth, of New York, and Repre- 
sentative Judd, of Minnesota, voted to delay the trials. The bill 
as passed ordered a beginning of the court-martial proceedings not 
later than September, or in time to force the Pearl Harbor disaster 
into the presidential campaign. 


Fortunately for the country the sober minds of the senate forced 
the house to yield and a bill has been worked out in conference 
delaying the date until 1945.

(In his first public discussion 
of National political issues since 
he withdrew from the Repub- 
lican presidential race after his 
defeat in the Wisconsin primary, 
Wendell Willkie has written at 
the request of a number of news- 
papers a series of eight articles 
giving his views about the GOP 


| platform to be adopted at the 


party’s forthcoming national 
convention which opens in Chi- 
cago June 26. The first article 
follows:) 

The Republican party in its be- 
fginning arose from the people's 
‘urge to build a strong national 
}government to offset the disrup- 
tive, weakening influence of the 
state’s rights doctrine of the Dem- 
ocratic party. Paradoxically, now, 
in 1944, that same Republican 
‘party is urged to dedicate itself 
tto the doctrine of state’s rights. 


In the days of the party’s found- 
ing, a strong central government 
| Was necesary to prevent disrup- 
‘tion of our political union. To- 
day a strong central government 
figs necessary to prevent disruption 
.of our economic and social struc- 
ture by a variety of conflicting 
authorities and interests. In that 
early day federal power was nec- 
essary to make us in fact a na- 
tion. Today, federal power is 
nmecesasry to enable the United 
States. to live and lead in the 
family of nations. ia 


The debate concerning the con- 
centration’ of power in Washing: 
ton is a recurring one. It arises 
‘to some extent.in every presiden- 
| tial campaign and becomes par- 
-ticularly violent during war pe- 
riods. But the sincerity and vigor 
of the present protest has been 
occasioned by tauses beyond the 
normal maneuvers of politics or 
the dislocations created by the 
federal assumption of necessary 
war powers. Ii arises from more 
far-reaching ca‘ses. 


RELIC, NOT AN ISSUE 


The ‘spectacle of the present ad- 
ministration’s arbitrary use of 
| vast authority; the caprices of a 
government of men grown bold 
and reckless with the use of pow- 
er, favoring first one economic 
group and then another, while 
‘subjecting individuals and their 
‘rights to the judgment of whims 
rand theories; the manifold evi- 
‘dences to every citizen, even in 
his own community, of the inef- 
‘fficiencies and reckless extrava- 
gances of federal agents—all these 
‘abuses have aroused dissatisfac- 
‘tions among the people which 
have naturally formed an issue 
for the opposition party. But we 
.must not be confused as to what 
‘the issue is or where the solu- 
tion lies. 

+ It is not the worn-out issue of 
pstate rights versus strong federal 
Fgovernment, That is not an is- 
rsue; that is a relic, 

| The states have their proper 
functions and Republicans can be 
proud that in the administrations 
of the 25 Republican governors 
‘we have an outstanding example 
today of competent state govern- 
ment. 

* But ever since the adoption of 
‘the constitution, with the expan- 
sion of the country and the growth 
of its concerns, there has been a 
trend toward stronger central gov- 
‘ernment. It was firmly establish- 


ed in the Civil War, and became 
increasingly marked after World 
War I. President Hoover’s com- 
mittee on recent social trends, 
published a report in 1933, that 
noted the growth of federal func- 
tions during the three preceding 
Republican administrations and 
concluded: 


“The shifts from state to federal 
authority thus reflect the inca- 
[pacity of the several states to deal 
with problems of transportation, 
communication, merchandising, la- 
bor-capital relations and other 
vital aspects of social and eco- 
nomic life.” 


It could hardly be put better. 

Any national administration in 
a modern complex industrial so- 
ciety must exercise vast powers. 
The United States cannot be divid- 
ed into 48 separate economic units. 
We cannot, for instance, have 48 
different minimum wage laws; 
nor can we have a variety of state 
policies if we hope to protect the 
farmer against the precipitate 
downward spiral of post-war agri- 
cultural prices. 


Businesses national in scope, so- 
cial and economic problems that 
affect all our people alike can 
only be dealt with on a national 
basis. The number and character 
of such problems increases stead- 
ily with every step in our indus- 
trial growth and expansion. And 
the more we move, as we must 
move, into the affairs of the 
world, the more this will be true. 
For we will be living and func: 
tioning and trading in a world 
where other peoples have granted 
to their governments the power 
and the authority to act for them. 

No, the issue today is not the 
issue of states rights versus federal 
power. The issue is government 
administered under law. For if 
economic and social regulations in 
our modern industrial age must be 
national in scope to be effective, 
so their administration must be 
by law and rule if the citizen is 
to remain free. 

PROPER USE 

The solution lies not in a weak- 
ened central government. It lies 
in assuring the proper use of the 
power we have deemed it wise 
and necessary to grant to the fed- 
eral government. That means a 
sense of responsibility in admin- 
istration. It means—and this is 
important —local administration 
of numerous federal functions in 


their local application. And it 
i'means primarily the substitution 
‘of government by law for govern- 
ment by caprice and unlimited 
discretions. 

Under such exercise of federal 
power, every citizen, rich or poor, 
labor leader or factory manager, 
issuer of securities or wage earn- 
er, farmer or businessman may 
know his rights and may know 
that in case of dispute they will 
be adjudicated fairly and equita- 
bly under law and rules which 
at least his lawyer can under- 
stand. 

The issues involved in federal 
power and its proper use concern 
human freedom itself. They are 
issues which Republicans should 
state clearly and fight for—not 
behind an outmoded mask of 
states’ rights or in conjunction 


with those who use that mask to 
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prevent social and political ad- 
vance, or those others who, by a 
pretense or concern for the rights 
of the states, really seek to weak- 
en the federal government to such 
an extent that the United States 
will be unable to play its appro- 
priate role in the world of today. 

They are issues we should fight 
for vigorously, frankly and open- 
ly. If we prevail we will have 
a government representing us 
abroad with dignity and power, 
an instrument of the united will 
of our people which can lead the 
world to tangible economic and 
political co-operation. And at 
home we shall have a government 
with power to vitalize our econ- 
omy, eliminate its abuses, and, at 
the same time, preserve and ex- 
tend .the freedom of its citizens. 

To build such a government— 
strong centrally and just in its 
administration—is in the finest 
tradition of the Republican party.

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- Terms Allied Beachheads Success a ‘Miracle’

WITH AMERICAN FORCES IN 
FRANCE, June 11.—Due to a last- 
minute altered arrangement I 
didn’t arrive on the beachhead un- 
til the morning after D-Day after 
our first wave assault troops had 
hit shore, 

By the time we got here the 
beaches had been taken and fight- 
ing moved a couple miles inland. 

All that remained on the béach 
was some sniper and artillery fire 
and the occasional startling blast 
of a mine geysering brown sand 
into air. That plus the gigantic 
and pitiful litter wreckage along 
miles of shore line. 


That plus bodies of soldiers ly- 
ing in rows of covered blankets, 
the toes of their shoes sticking up 
line as though on drill. And.other 
uncollected bodies still sprawling 
grotesquely in sand or half-hidden 
by high grass behind the beach. 
WORK-WEARY MEN 

That plus an intense grim de- 
termination of work-weary men to 
get the chaotic beach organized 
and. get all the vital supplies and 
reinforcements moving more rap- 
idly over it from stacked-up ships 
standing in droves out to sea, 

Now that it is over it seems to 
me a pure miracle we ever took 
the beach at all. For some it was 
easy but in this special sector 
where I now am our troops faced 
such odds that our getting the 
shore was like me whipping Joe 
Louls down to pulp. In this col- 
umn I want to tell you what open: 
ing the second front in this one 
sector entailed so you can know 
and appreciate and forever be 
humbly grateful to those both 
dead and alive who did it for you. 

Ashore facing us were more ene- 
my troops than we had in our as- 
sault waves. The advantages were 
all theirs; the disadvantages all 
ours. The Germans were dug into 
positions they had been working 
on for months. Still they weren't 
yet all complete. 

A 100-foot bluff a couple of hun- 
dred yards back from the beach 
had great concrete gun emplace- 
ments built right into the hilltops. 
They opened to the sides instead 
front, thus making it very hard 
for naval fire from the sea to 
reach them. They could shoot 
parallel] with the beach and cover 
every foot of it for miles with ar- 
tillery fire. 

Then they had hidden machine- 
gun nests on the forward slopes, 
with cross-fire taking in every inch 


of the beach. These nests connect- 


ed with networks of trenches so 
the German gunners could move 
—_— without. exposing them- 
selves. 


Throughout the length of beach 


running zigzag a couple hundred 
yards back from shoreline was an 
immense V-shaped ditch 15 feet 
deep. Nothing could cross it, not 
even afoot, until fills had been 
made, and in other places at the 
far ends of the beach where the 
ground was flatter they had great 
concrete walls which had been 
blasted by naval gunfire or by 
handset explosives after we got 
ashore. 

Our only exits from the beach 
were several swails or valleys 
each about 100 yards wide. The 
Germans made most of these fun- 
nel-like traps, literally sowing 
their bottom sides with buried 
mines. They contained, too, 
barbed wire entanglements with 
mines attached to hidden ditches 
and machineguns firing from 
slopes. 

hat is what was on shore. But 
our men had to go through a maze 
nearly as deadly before they even 
got ashore. Underwater obstacles 
were terrific. Germans had whole 
fields of evil devices to catch our 
boats. Even now, several days 
after the landings we've cleared 
only channels through them and 
cannot yet approach the whole 
length of the beach with our 
ships; even now a ship or boat 
hits one of these mines every day 
and is knocked out of commission. 
HUGE LOGS BURIED 

They also had huge logs buried 
in the sand, pointing upward and 
outward, their tops just below the 
water. Attached to these logs 
were mines. In addition to these 
obstacles they had floating mines 
in the beach waters, land mines 
buried in the sand beach and 
more mines in checkerboard rows 
in the tall grass beyond the sand. 

And as I said before, the enemy 
had four men on shore for every 
three men we had approaching 
the shore, and yet we got on. 

Beach landings are planned to 
a scheduled set far ahead of time. 
That is no secret for they all have 
to be timed in order that every- 
thing will mesh for the following 
waves of troops to be standing 
off the beach and ready to land 
at the right moment. 

I’ve always. been amazed at the 
speed called for in these plans. 
You'll have schedules calling for 
engineers to land at H-hour plus 
two minutes, and service troops at 
H plus 30, and even for press cen- 


‘sors to land at H-hour plus 75 mine 
utes, but in this attack on a spe- 
cial portion of the beach where I 
am, the worst we had, incident- 
ally, the schedule didn’t hold. .Our 
men simply could not get off the 
beach. They were utterly pinned 
down right at the waters edge by 
an inhuman wall of fire from 
bluff. Our first waves were 
that beach for hours instead 
a few minutes before they could 
— working inland. 

RRIFIC GUNFIRE 

Medical Corps men attended 
wounded as best they could. Men 
were killed as they stepped out of 
landing craft. 

The first crack In beach defense 
finally was accom 
rific and wonderful naval 
which knocked out the big em- 
placements. They tell epic stories 
of destroyers that ran t up 
into shallow water and it out 
point blank with big guns 
those concrete emplacements 
ashore. 

When the heavy fire 
our men were organized by 
officers and pushed on inland, cir- 
cling machinegun nests and 
— them from the rear. As 
officer said, the only way to 
a beach is to face it and keep 
ing.

If the men 
pinned dowrr on the beach, 
and out of action, théy 
well not be at all. 
‘WE'VE DO

clan. The former Atlanta guards- 
men in this group comprise the 
largest segment of the old squad- 
ron still intact. 

100 MEN, 16 OFFICERS 


The “Old 128th,” in its incep- 
tion, consisted of 100 enlisted men 
and 16 officers. More than half 
of the original members are now 
commissioned officers. Several 
are captains. At least nine are 
known to have been killed in ac- 
tion. Several have won awards 
and honors. 

Of the personnel coming togeth- 
er to form a club on Italian soil, 
two are squadron first sergeants, 
and among the others are two 
squadron armament chiefs, two as- 
sistant operations chiefs, the group 
sergeant-major, Group S-4 NCO, 
and two aerial gunners. Others 
are performing jobs such as group 
transportation chief, parachute 
technicians, motor mechanics, etc. 
Even the colonel’s trusted jeep pi- 
lot, Sergeant Robert L. Waters, is 
a former 128th man. 


Other members of Georgia’s 
own outfit are in the same thea- 
ter, and plans for an over-all re- 
union are now being, formulated 
for when and if the exigencies of 
the war permit. 

After its organization on May 1, 
1941, when men from all walks of 
life in Atlanta banded together as 
volunteers to form the Observa- 
tion Squadron, the unit was in- 
ducted into federal service at 
Candler Field, Ga., on Septem- 
ber 15, 1941. 

When the United States enteted 
the war, the Observation Squad- 
ron was redesignated as an anti- 
submarine squadron to join in the 
war against the German U-boat, 
which was then menacing coastal 
shipping. 

“Atlanta’s Own” was redesignat- 
ed as a heavy bombardment 
squadron when the Anti-Subma- 
rine Command was dissolved aft- 
er winning its fight against the 
sub menace. The men were then 
scattered among three other 
squadrons to form the nucleus of 
the preesnt heavy bombardment 
group. After a period of organiza- 
tion and training in the states at 
various airfields, the group moved 
overseas to join in the big fight.

WITH THE CANADIANS IN 
FRANCE, June 11.—(4)—The 
Third Canadian Infantry Division, 
after defeating German counter- 
blows on its front, is turning to 


the offensive again with powerful 
British formations advancing from 
the beachhead. During the night 
two Canadian infantry unit» ad- 
vanced between one and two 
miles and went through one town 
which had been strongly defended 
but which was found empty.

The final chapter will be writ- 
ten, an official of the company’s 
Birmingham office told the Asso- 
ciated Press today, when its re- 
maining properties—24 water 
plants in Alabama—are sold. 

Alabama Water Service Com- 
pany is a subsidiary of Federal 
Water and Gas Corporation, and 
the pending sale has been ar- 
ranged because the latter is under 
orders from the Securities and 
Exchange Commission (SEC) to 
rid itself of its Alabama affiliate. 

Eight water plants in the state 
were sold last year in Federal’s 
action in carrying out the death 
sentence ordered for Alabama 
Water Service. In each instance, 
the buyer was the municipality in 
which the plant operated. 

The electrical properties in 
question, ‘being bought with REA 
money by three municipalities and 
seven co-operative organizations, 
consist of holdings in Covington, 
Barbour, Pike, Geneva, Coffee, 
Dale, Crenshaw, Conecuh and 
Monroe counties, 

The transaction involves the 
exchange of $2,500,000 and has 
been approved by Agriculture 
Secretary Claude Wickard. The 
share of the three municipalities— 
Andalusia, Elba and Qpp—is list- 
ed at $425,000, with the remaining 
$2,075,000 being underwritten by 
the co-operatives. — 

Alabama Water Service has be- 
tween 5,300 and 5,400 customers 
in the nine counties, and employs 
about 40 persons in its ele-tric di- 
vision. Some of the power is pro- 
duced in hydroelectric and steam 
plants, and the remainder is pur- 
chased from the Alabama Power 
Company. 

The 24 unsold water plants are 
located in medium-sized Alabama 
cities. Bessemer is the largest of 
them, and the list includes Fort 
Payne, Russellville and We- 
tumpka.

40 Yanks, Talking, Blufting, 
Seize 120 Nazis Without Shot 


” WITH U. S.#ORCES ON THE 
LOWER CHERBOURG PENIN- 
SULA, June 9—(Delayed)— 
(INS)—Forty tough Americans, 
15 of them infantrymen and the 
others paratroopers, talked 120 
Germans into surrei.dering yes- 
terday without firing a shot. 

It was Lieutenant Melvin Toler, 
of Fort Worth, Texas, whose elo- 
quence—though, indeed, it might 
have been very tough—swayed 
the Nazis. Today the same Nazis 
are eating iron rations behind 
barbed wire. 

It happened this way: Toler’s 
infantry platoon lost the rest of 
their outfit, but met up with 25 
paratroopers.

They dropped two 500-pound 
bombs in front of the column and 
then two in the rear, trapping the 
soldiers between the big craters. 

“They tried to run for it, but 
couldn’t get out,” said Sanders, 
‘‘We flew up and down over them, 
strafing with our machineguns. 
Very few got out alive.” 

Several pilots today reported 
the Germans were using horse- 
drawn artillery.
